When the return of confidence Is 
further on Us way. business men will 
find need for credit in making their 
plans. Then pood borrowers, who for 
the most part have been so conspicu¬ 
ously absent from the market, will re¬ 
turn. They will bo warmly welcomed 
by the banks. 

Uusiness Men'i l-eart 

Business men have not yet laid all 
their fears. They worry about what 
Congress may or may not do. They con¬ 
cern themselves about n trend toward 
control of busiuoss by government. 
They fear taxes beyond their power to 
pay. These are real .sources o. worry 
and when they are rea.ssured along 
these lines they will be more inclined 
to take a fresh look at the future and 
to make plans to go forward. 

As a matter of fact there arc tangi¬ 
ble evidences of recovery. The Federal 
Ueserve Board ofllclaily has stated 
that prices, wages, business activity 
and production were back to the high 
I est peak since early in 1931. Comnier 
cial (allures In the I'nited States an 
being cut ulniusi in half as compared 
w ith the same period last year. It has 
been reiiortcd that the decline in ex 
port and import trade was dcflnitcl.v 
checked in the middle of 1933 and re 
placed during the last half of the year 
by a substantial recovery movement. 

Among favorable factors is the l:n 
proved condition of the banks, it is 
doubtless true tliat the banking struc 
ture of tbo country has never been in a 
sounder, stronger and more liquid con 
dition than it is today. My authority 
, for that statement is tho Ouniptroller 
of the Currency. No longer is there any 
I fear or ihoughi of hank runs. Uepo.-i 
tors once more know that their money 
' is safe and tbc banker, tlirice armed in 
I the knowledge of his own strength, is 
looking forward.

H as it ever occurri'd to you 
what a plea.siire it would he 
to you and what a u.seful 
thing you xvould he doing if you 
provlU(‘d safe homcH like tlie 
above for the little wrens tiiid 
chicadees und other smull song 
birds who xvould he only too de¬ 
lighted to move into them this 
spring if they found them stand- 
iug ready in your yard? 

It’s .such u simple thing to do. 
too. All that is necessary is to 
buy u cun of syrup that comes in 
the shape of u log cabin, cut and 
punch u few holes In it. und there j 
you arel You will need a little 
more specific instructions, if you 
are altrucicd by the idea, bow* 
ever, and Mrs. Olive B( nedict 
Coming, bird enthusiast of Lake 
Keuktt, New York, has provided 
them. 

How to Make the Houa> 
“After cleaning an empty tin 
with hot water,'* she says, "make 
a hole un inch in diameter, with 
u jackknife. Just above the center 
of one of tbc end panels. This 
entrance will be large enough to 
admit wrens and smaller blRls. 
but will keep out nosey sparrows. 
It should lie in the upper half of 
the wull so It won’t be covered 
when the birds build their nest 
inside. Cut from the top of the 
hole downward, and wlien the top 
and two sides of the hole uro com¬ 
plete, bend out the flap of metal 
to form a perch. Smooth down 
the sharp corners with a file or a 
pair of pliers or a hammer. 

“After punching a few nail 
holes in the sides and bottom (or 


voiuiluLiuii. plug up the chimuuy 
and fasUhi the cuhiii to u tree 
or building with a wooden brack¬ 
et. or u piece of wire or stout 
curd. All birdhouses should be 
placed In the shade to protect 
nestlings from the summer sun. 
In a few minutes and at no ex¬ 
pense anyone cun have In this 
way u practical cabin fur small 
birds which will protect these 
valuable and amusing neighbors 
from being crowded out by spar¬ 
rows. other feathered buollgans 
or cats.” 

A Joyful Awakening 

As u result of this small effort 
y’uU will stir drowsily some morn¬ 
ing soon in the sweet spring air, 
and hear a smull, clear voice out¬ 
side your window ejaculate: 
“Cheep!" This will not be u com¬ 
ment on your character. Far 
from it! It will be an expression 
of appreciation of your genero.sity 
in giving your small feathered 
friends this protection, and the 
result will be that you will attract 
to your yard one or more whole 
families of delightful neighbors 
who will provide interest and 
amusement fur you not only this 
sumnier but fur many summers 
to come. 

Lots of people are already do¬ 
ing this. Mrs. Cuming, for in- 
siunce. has fifteen of these rustic 
bird cabins about her I^ke Keuka 
cottage, and every year they are 
occupied by cheerful families of 
wrens and song birds. She doesn't 
have to advertise those cottages. 
In fact she claims that there is 
a waiting list. “But remember/* 


she cautions you. “tliat it is the 
early birdhouse that catches the 
early birds!” 

Of Practical Use. Too 

The useful feature of this pleas¬ 
ant enterprise is that crop und 
garden pests which do about eight 
hundre(l million dullurs* worth of 
damage every year are hold at 
bay, according to scientists, al¬ 
most wholly by our wild birds. 
Kven u smull fraction of that sum 
seems xvorth saving, so. although 
we have only one-tenth as many 
birds as we could use with profit, 
you can attract to your vicinity 
your due proportion of those that 
survive by the simple expedient 
suggested above. 

For bird houses need not be 
elaborate or expensive to be at¬ 
tractive. They can successfully 
be made from many kinds of ma¬ 
terials which would otherwise go 
to waste. For the above * kind, 
the nearest grocer is your best 
bet. Put the syrup inside you, 
and the prepared can out in your 
yard, and the job’s done. 

This movement Is known as the 
Save the Birds Club, and its 
headquarters are at 6903 Seminole 
Avenue. Forest Hills, Long Island. 
New York, but there Is no need to 
w'rlte to heud(fuarters fur further 
information as this story contains 
the complete instructions on hoxv 
to make the bird houses. If you 
are interested in what sort of 
birds they will attract in your 
neighborhood, go to some local 
nature lover, or your local suo, 
and either will Im delighted to 
tell you.* 


Banks Rep-ying Loans From 
R. F. C. 


Although bunks und trust compunles 
have been the largoat borroxvers from 
the Uecunsiructloti Finance Corpora¬ 
tion, they have exceeded all other 
classes of borrowers lo the rapidity of 
their repayments. Since the inception 
of the R. F. C. in February, 1932, loans 
have been authorized by It to 7.(189 
banking institutions In the amount of 
11,995,000.000. Of this sum 1442,000,000 
was not taken by the borrowers, the 
actual advances being $1,563,000,000. 

Repayments against these advances 
through April 30, 1934. aggregated 
$925,000,000, or about 60 per cent. The 
ratio of repayments for all classes of 
borrowers has been only about 37 per 
cent. These rapid repayments by the 
banks are taken by competent observ¬ 
ers as a strong indication of returning 
uormal financial and banking condi¬ 
tions.

Around The May-Pole 


T he happiest army In the 
world on tho first of next 
month will be the army of 
children who will dance around 
(he May*poles In parks In big 
cities, in groves on tho pralrleii. 
In fields on the farms and whero- 
ever there Is sunshine and n patch 
of green to dance upon, not only 
in the United States but In Eng¬ 
land. France and Germany as 
w'ell. This festival Is said to bo 
a survival of an ancient one ol>- 
served by the Uoinans In honor 
of Flora, the goddess of flowers. 

In medieval England, lads and 
lassies sallied forth on May day 
morning to gather the ha'vlhorn 
blossoms or "May" along the 
country lanes. With it they 
cro'vned the fairest maiden of 
(hem ail and proclaimed her 
"Queen n* the May." They then 
set up the May-poles decked with 
garlands and danced the morris- 
<lance the whole of the livelong 
day. 

In Modern Times 
The dancing in these days is

Make a white sauce of three taljlc- 
spoon.s butter, three tablespo^s 
flour, two cup.s rich milk, liquor 
from one 11-ounce can peas and 
one teaspoon salt. .\d(l cut-up 
chicken from n 13-ounce can and 
the peas and heat. Just before 
serving, add one slightly beaten 
egg yolk and one teaspoon lemon 
Juice. Serve on liny buttered 


•split baking powder blaculta and 
top with the other half of biscuit, 
buttered. Serves eight liberally. 

Snotr Pudding with Raspberry 
Custard. Pudding--Soften two tea¬ 
spoons gelatin in two tablespoons 
cold 'vater, dissolve in one-half 
cup boiling water. Add one-third 
cup sugar and one-fourth cup 
lemon Juice; stir until dissolved 
and let cool until thick as honey. 
Fold in three stiffly beaten egg 
w'hites, pile lightly in glas.ses and 
chill. When ready to serve pour 
over the following Ra.-*pberry 
Custard. Serves eight. 

Raspberry Custard: Beat two 
egg yolks slightly, add two table¬ 
spoons sugar and two tablespoons 
water, then the contents of one 
8-ounce can ra.spberrles. Cook In 
double boiler until creamy. Chill. 

Chocolate Cinnamon Sfaited 
.^ilk: Mix onc-third cup malted 
milk, one-half cup canned choco¬ 
late syrup, two lea.spooiM cinna*^ 
mon. one cup water and five cups 
milk (or diluted evaporated) in a 
large bow) and beat well, or In 
glass Jars and shake thoroughly. 
Serve over cracked ice. Makes 
eight tall glasses.*
